day's journey to Paris before starting for Facianm. 
In this respect Ireland holds a big advantage, play- 
ing at home, and in a close game this fctor mizht 
easily decide the issue in the closing stages. We 
must confess to have been disappointed with the 

lay of the Irish forwards in the final trial game. 
Never before have so many of the selected eight 
played on the same sides prior to the big game, ut 
with all the opportunities for coming te.an nneer- 
standing about the positions to be taken up in the 
pack the scrimmaging has not been good In othe!

Banks and Currency. 
Once again the Irish banks have had a 
most successful year. At the annual meet- 
ing of the Bank of Ireland, in Dublin yes- 


\ terday, Mr. H. S. Guinness, the Governor, 


announced that the profits for 1923 had 
been £549,000, or an increase of £16,000 
on the working of the previous year. A 
dividend for the half-year of seven per 
cent. was declared, which, with a two per 
cent. bonus, brings the dividend for the 
whole year up to 16 per cent. The balance 
sheet is. wholly satisfactory, and the fall 
of £2,000,000 in deposits can be explained | 
by the large subscriptions to the recent 
Free State Loan. £200,000 have been 
placed to reserve and £69,000 have been 
carried forward. The Munster and Leinster 
Bank has a net, profit for the half-year of 


inearly £98,000, and has declared a dividend 


at the rate of 20 per cent. Its deposits and 
current ‘accounts also show a decline 
from £30;333;271 in 1922 to £27,187,804 
im 1923. “. In the case of the Provincial 
Bank, the net profits for the half-year 
were £61,000,.or about two thousand 
pounds less than those of the corre- 
sponding period of 1922, which, in many 
respects, was a “record ” year. Deposits 
fell by almost one million; yet the Bank 
has declared a tax-free dividend of 164 per 
cent, In all these cases the fall in deposits 
may be traced to the response by the 
public to the National Loan. The actual 
business for the year has been excellent, 
and the Irish banks never were in a 
stronger position than that which they 
occupy to-day. 

Mr. H. $. Guinness, in the course of 
an admirable speech, referred to unemploy- 
ment in the Free State; and a comparison 
of his remarks with the speech of Mr. 
Reginald McKenna at the annual meeting 
of the Midland Bank, in London, 
yesterday is -very Mr. 
Guinness condemned roundly any attempt 
to improve the conditions of trade 
and employment by methods which, 
in one way or another, must involve 
some tampering with either the currency 
or the gold. standard of value. Nothing, 
he said, could be more dangerous or 
ineffectual. What was required was a 
proper elasticity, through a 
currency system capable of expansion and 
contraction as trade should increase or 
decline; but the gold standard should be 
maintained at all costs. Mr. McKenna, 
naturally, surveyed a wider field than his 
Irish colleague. The problems arising out 
of unemployment in Britain are far greater 
than ever they are likely to be in this 
country, and the Chairman of the Midland 
Bank believes that they cannot be solved 
by what one may term “normal ’’ methods 
of financial policy. He is opposed strongly 
to inflation in so far as it means the mere 
printing of paper money to enable the 
Government to meet its immediate liabili- 
ties without having recourse to additional 
taxation; but he draws a distinct line 
between inflation of this kind and the pro- 
vision, or creation, of new money to meet. 
improving conditions in trade. 

Mr. McKenna’s argument is that, if 
trade improves and unemployment de- 
creases, prices are bound to rise unless 
the amount of money in circulation is 
increased pari passu with improving con- 
ditions. He blames the Treasury for 
ultra-conservatism in its financial policy, 
and, while: he admits that inflation is a 
terrible evil; he ‘asserts that its converse 
is almost as bad. He agrees with Mr. 
‘Guinness in demanding elasticity in 
monetary affairs. Mr, McKenna argues 
that when the national production is below 
‘productive capacity the pdlicy: should be 
to let money out; when production has 
reached its maximuni the outilow of money 
should be checked. Of course, there can’ 
be no real comparison between financial 
conditions in Britain and those in the 
Free State. Unemployment here is a 
transitory phenomenon, attributable almost 
entirely to the political disturbances of the 
past few years; in Britain, it is the most 
vital of. all national problems and 
srtificial expedients of every kind have 
failed to solve it. Nevertheless, the funda-

Ea 
Traveller’s Joy. 

Is the Free State Senate a more human 
and sympathetic assembly than the* Dail? 
We have noted, at any rate, that it is 
quicker to deal with matters that concern 
the smaller, but not unimportant, amenities 
of life.. Yesterday the Earl of Mayo intro- 
duced the subject of the mail-boat pier 
at Kingstown, or Dun Laoghaire—the 
change of name has not affected the con- 
‘ditions with which. all cross-Channe! 
travellers are familiar, In wet or wild 
weather this pier is one of the most discon- 
solate places in the world. It is unsheltered 
from the elements and is so dismal] in 
all its aspects that, by contrast, a third- 
class railway carriage is a snug retreat. 
The discomfort has been increased by the 
new Customs barriers, which involve con- 
fusion and delay, although the Customs 
officials are as polite and long-suffering 
as the best of their tribe in any country. 
The traveller's ordeal would be mitigated 
in considerable measure if the pier were 
protected adequately from wind and rain 
and were better lighted, and if the arrange- 
ments for the purchase of tickets were 
improved. In former days Carlisle Pier 
was under the jurisdiction of three 
potentates, known as the Commissioners 
of Kingstown Harbour, who wore a special 


and highly imposing uniform at the Lord 


Lieutenant's Levées. To-day their authority 
resides in the Board of Works, and the 
pier's discomforts seem to be the result 
of a lack of co-operation between that 
body and the Customs department. We 
hope that the Senate’s criticism will cause 
the Government to put the necessary im- 
provements in hand without further delay. 
It is a curious thing, which all observant 
travellers have noticed, that railway com- 
panies never appear to realise the im- 
portance’ of first and last impressions. 
When a tourist enters a new country in 
gloomy and irritating circumstances the 
memory of them prejudices his net im- 
pressions of his visit, and it is reinforced 
if he goes out by the same door wherein 
he went, Yet most railway termini are 
dingy and draughty places, where the 
traveller kicks his heels in bare waiting- 
rooms; and the railway entrance to many 
great cities runs through their most 
uninviting slums. During recent months 
some of the big English companies have 
begun to pay attention to the psychology 
of travel. In particular, the London, 
Midland and Scottish Company's scheme 
to brighten its. stations with the work of 
leading artists: is admirable and may 
inaugurate a beneficent revolution, Could 
not the Irish companies take a leaf from 
the same book? Some of our Dublin 
termini are places that few can enter 
without a sinking of the heart. Most of 
them have distinctive smells that in them- 
selves suffice to breed melancholia. Soap 
and paint could work wonders, and we 
suggest that a “clean-up week” in all 
Irish railway stations would be an ex- 
cellent thing for the country’s:health and 
self-respect. There is another reform 
which is absolutely essential if we intend 
to make Dublin a populous gateway for a 
profitable stream of tourist traffic. As a 
“ modern ” capital Dublin will continue 
to rank with Angora until taxi-cabs, plying 
at fixed and moderate tariffs, can be hailed 
in any of its thoroughfares. 


Finance of Exile. 


Some light is thrown upon the extent 
of destruction in the Free State by the 
disclosures of the report of the Irish 
Grants Committee. The report deals with 
a period which began on October 16th, 
1922, and ended on December Ist, 1923. 
The Committee, whith was reconstructed 
in March of last year, recommends pay- 
ment of claims for compensation under 
the Criminal Injuries Acts and the Irish 
Free State Damage to Property Com- 
pensation Act. Five thousand six hundred 
applications for immediate assistance were 
examined,’ and 4,330 were approved. 
Grants amounting to £13,501 and loans 
to the extent of £10,422 were sanctioned. ' 
In the current financial year, up to De- 
cember 31st, the Irish Grants Committee 
made advances of £69,826 against pre- 
Truce decrees and claims, and of £117,363 
against post-Truce claims. So much work 
remains to be done that the Committee 
will be kept in existence for at least 
another year; and it recommends that, 
with a view to an early adjustment of 
th; whole matter, small periodical pay- 
ments shall be replaged by final settlement 
grants. The most difficult problem which 
faces the Committee is the disposal of 
refugees who are, or believe themselves 
to be, unable to return to the Free State. 
Many of them are farmers who are not 
qualified to support themselves in other 
occupations. The purchase of farms out- 
side Ireland for these people would involve. 
& large expenditure, and it is difficult to 
decide where they could be located. 
Emigration to the Dominions is mentioned ! 
as a solution, but there is a danger that 
refugees would not be able to Sittin hie te 
themselves to the altered conditions of life. 
The Committee hopes that pre-Truce 
claims will be settled quickly, and, urges 
the expeditious investigation of post-Truce 
claims by the Free State courts. 


London’s Example. 


The steps that are being taken in 
London to deal with the expected rush 
of visitors to the Empire Exhibition ought 
to be watched carefully in Dublin. It is 
thought that a’quarter of a million people 
will require accommodation during the 
early weeks of the Exhibition... Lists of 
hotels and. boarding houses are being 
prepared and tabulated to suit all 
classes. Tourist agencies. are preparing 
the lists, and their names and addresses 
are published; ‘with a description af 
the particular type of accommodation 
in which they specialise. It is announced 
that hotel prices will remain unaltered. 
This fact is most important,. and 
Dublin hotel-keepers and others. would 
do well to exercise a like. restraint. 
Charges of “ profiteering” on such occa- 
sions have been brought against hotels in 
Ireland before, and often with good reason, 
It must be realised that there is a grave 
risk of killing the goose that lays the 
golden egg. Substantial profits are 
assured by an influx of tourists on a 


large scalé,* without any increase in | 
charges.

MR. YEATS'S READING. 


Seldom may one hear a poet of recognised 


distinction—so to allude to Mr. W. B. Yeats 


will net risk challenge—read lines of his own, 
and tell how he was, led to write them. 
When, therefore, it was announced that the 
Royal Dublin Society's “afternoon lecture 
esterday was to be “My Own Poetry, with 
Tilastrative Readings,” by W. B. Yeats, the 
number of people who wished to be present 
was greater than could be given room in the 
Examination Hall of the Royal College of 
Surgeons.

Mr. Yeats, who has always been a good 
public speaker, had no notes. He held cue 
volume of his poems, but seldom looked at it, 
even when nominally ‘reading " his poems. 
In the cougse of an hour he recited ‘‘ The 
Lake Isle of Innisfree’’—this first because, 
he said, it seemed to be the one poem of his 
that was known to all readers; he was ex- 
pected to read it, and he liked to get it 
over—' The. Fiddler of Doony,’’- ‘‘ The 
Wandering of Aengus, ‘“‘The Happy Town- 
land,”” “Red -Hamrahan’s Song about 
Ireland,” ‘‘ The Irish Airman Foresees his 
Death,’’ “ Never Give All the Heart,” “Cap 
and Bells,’” and others. in connection with 
each of these poems he said something as to 
what had led him to write, and out of what 
experience it had come.

The greater part of the lecture has been 
given by Mr. Yeats in Dublin, in England. 
and in America, and has been reported he. 
fore. It referred mainly to his early work 
because, he said, humorously, everyone assured 
him that the older he grew the more un . 
telligible he grew, and he had perfect con 
fidence, therefore, only in his own youth—and 
told of his early associations with the torn 
of Sligo, his outlook to the mountains near 
the town, and his first wish to be a poet of 
Sligo as he supposed William Allingham had 
been the poet of a neighbouring town, Bally- 
shannon. Another influence mentioned was 
that of Thoreau and his account of his life at 
Walden. That was after he had gone to 
London. 

“1 always wanted to do as Thoreau did. 
There was an island in Lough Ree, and | 
vawed | would build a little hut for myself 
there. . . .

“ The Fiddle of Doony ” was a fable sug- 
gested by his memories of Doony Rock, not 
tar from Innisfree, where as a child he went 
on picnics. Later, on visits to Shgo—he re- 
turned at least once a year until he was about 
forty years of age—he used to wander a great 
deal about the cottages of the people and 
get fairy stories, ghost stories, and stories 
of other kinds. Once he was walking in « 
wood in Galway, and a friend with him said 
of an old man who passed—'‘* That old man 
might have the secret of the ages” That 
expressed the exact sense of mystery i.e had as 
he went about for a long time collecting the 
stories and experiences of the people. After- 
wards he took pleasure in certain qualities 
of the mind of the people, apart from any 
search for special stories or experiences.

The poems that he had made out of those 
impressions, were not actual fables told to 
him, but were what came to him after he 
had absorbed the beliefs and the outlook — 
acmetimes a strange mixture of Pagan and 
Christian notions—that he found in the old 
people specially. He had not ‘‘ copied from 
Nature.’ This phrase brought Mr. Yeats 
to a reminiscence of the days when he was 
sent to-.study art in Dublin; told he must 
learn to copy from Nature, and. set down to 
draw a ginger:beer bottle and an apple (Laugh- 
ter).

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THE RAILWAY STRIKE.

Up to the present the Government has 
taken no official notice of the rajlway 
strike, though, no doubt, its progress Is 
being carefully watched by Mr. Thomas 
Shaw, the Minister of Labour. There 
will be some disappointment at. their 
attitude among people who imagined that 
a Government resting so largely upon 
trade unionist votes would be able to bring 
prompt and effective pressure to bear upon 
Mr. Bromley and his malcontent drivers.

Suburban railway traffic was only 
slightly improved to-day, and most of the 
workers who usually travel to the City 
by rail were again compelled to adopt 
other methods.

It is 
satisfactory that the skeleton services are 
being maintained and that they are be- 
coming more regular; but it is profoundly 
to be regretted that the strike still con- 
tinues, in view of the hardship inflicted 
upon the workers in other industries. 


Labour and Russia. 


The Prime Minister to-day spent most

It is said that he is 
prepared to give seven or eight hours of 
his time every day to the stugly of the 
foreign. problem, and at the same time he 
is preparing for the recognition of Russia, 
Before recogn!

new heads of the Soviet Government, and 
it is considered likely that the discussions 
will lead to more definite steps. It is 
interesting to learn that the Prime 
Minister is supposed to be of the opinion 
that the Russian Government rust recoc- 
nise British claims against Russia when 
there will be a consideration of Russian 
claims against this country. 


The Government's Policy. 


It is expected that Mr. Macdonald will 
declare the general lines of the Govern- 
ments policy as soon as the House of 
Commons meets on February 12th 
Possibly he may by then be able to 
announce the intention to recognise tlie 
Soviet Government. . The death of Lenin 
has come at a timely moment from this. 
point of view; for the idea of entering 
into friendly relations with the man whw 
was directly responsible for much 
misery and bloodshed would have 
intensely repugnant to many people, who 
would not have the same feelings towards 
his successors, of whose personality and 
records they are ignorant.

MR. YEATS’S VIEWS. 


THREE GREAT MODERN 
INSTANCES. '

A representative of the Jrish Tímea called 
the attention of Mr. W. B. Yeats to the 
leading article which appeared in yesterday’s 
issue, concerning the appointment of a Fine 
Arts Committee by the late British Govern- 
ment. Mr. Yeats was very much ‘interested 
in the suggestion that the Tree State Govern- 
ment ought to appoint a similar Committee 
without delay, and welcomed the publicity 
that is being given to such matters at the 
present time, 

According to Balzac, he said, the first 
advisory Committee of this kind was ap- 
pointed in the twelfth century. Such Com- 
mittees always have been appointed in towns 
which have developed any kind of harmonious 
beauty, and I think that the proposal is 
specially important just now, at a time when 
we are at the beginning of a renaissance of 
architectural art. One of the chief results of 
the age of mechanism and industrialism was 
the degradation of all the arts, and particu- 
larly of the art of architecture. The popula- 
tion of every country increased, the people 
had to be housed at a tremendous rate, and 
then the mechanical process of repeating 
ornaments, and so on, destroyed the artist's 
individuality, and destroyed all national 
styles. 

A change is at hand. There is general 
agreement, at any rate, that three great 
buildings have been oe up in our own times 


which compare with the masterpieces of 
antiquity. These are the Philadelphia 
Terminus. in New York, the Catholic 


Cathedral at Westminster, and the new City 
Hall in Stockholm, In these buildings there 
is an energy of design which is incredible 
until. one has seen them. Someone described 
some handsome city to William Blake in his 
childhood; and he. said—“I would not call 
that a fine city; I. would call it a fine city 
if it had houses of gold and streets of silver. ' 
If he had seen the City Hail in Stockholm, 
or the Catholic Cathedral’ at Westminster, I 
think that be would have called them fine in 
his sense of the word, and that he 
would have ceased to call out for 
gold and silver. Westminster Cathedral, how- 
ever, has been spoiled by ignoble decorations. 
The Irish Chapel of St. Patrick 1s about the 
worst of all, and I think that the country 
that allowed that Chapel to represent it in 
London is in bad néed of artistic guidance, 
GREAT DIFFICULTIES. 

At the same time, continued Mr. Yeats, 
1 see great difficulties in your proposal. Ii 
you put good architects on your committee 
you cannot employ them. If you appoint 
an Irish Advisory Board, like that of England, 
and make our best architects members of it, 
they cannot very well appoint themselves to 
do the architectural tn so for the Govern- 
ment; and in that case we shall be worse off 
than we were before. The matter, how- 


ever, is hardly pregsing, as I do not suppose 
that the Government will put up any public 
building of importance for some years. It has

What is pressing 
is that some sort of: Avie Beard shall 
be established, to, which can be submitted 
such things as designs for postage stamps, 
designs for medals, désigns for the Great Seal, 
and, possibly, even designs for coinage. We 
have a wide selections of artists who would be 
suitable members of such a Board—men, for 
instance, like Mr. Charles Shannon, who is an 
Irishman, and has such a wide knowledge of 
art and the various processes of reproduction, 
that he would be a most competent adviser on 
any of these things. | Mr. Shannon himself, 
I think, would hardly be ready to undertake 
any of the actual work of designing—he is far 
too busy; but we have several other artists 
of international fame. 

Quite possibly the Government has con- 
sidered the appointment of such a body 
which, | believe, would enhance the reputa- 
tion of the Free State. Our postage stamps, 
for example, suggest no artistic style, except 
that of which the Irish House on the quays 
is the most typical example. There was every 
excuse for the Governimnt. The stamps were 
done at a time when the very existence of the 
State was in peril, and no one had time to 
think of such things. But, after all, the 
gp stamp is tlhe ambassador of taste. 
t goes all over the world, and insensibly 
affects men’s judgments. 

“Have you seen, by the by,” Mr. Yeats 
asked our representative, ‘‘ the new Italian 
coinage? Two or three of the coins of the 
Mussolini 
things, and I hear great praise of a new Greek 
coin. The truth is that the applied arts, on 
the whole, are improving, and a new State, 
like ours, which has no old precedents to 
consider, should take the fullest advantage of 
this fact. 

HOW TO GET GOOD WORK. 

“ We < not get these things all at once. 
After all. Benvenuto Cellini had to put his 
pewter plates into the mould before he suc- 
ceeded in casting his Persius; but there is no 
other way of getting good artistic work than 
by putting good artists to do it, and by get- 
ting men of artistic minds. to choose those 
artists. I notice that the English Committee 
has the power to add to its number, and that 
when the members are once appointed they 
are to fill all vacancies. J also notice that 
there are to be no ex-officio members. That 
seems to be an admirable thing, although if an 
Irish Committee were appointed I should cer- 
tainly be glad to see a man like the present 
Director of the National Gallery in an 
ex-officio capacity.” j 

Mr. Yeats seemed to have been greatly im- 
pressed by the newe,City Hall in Stockholm, 
which he visited recently to receive the Nobel 
Prize for Literature, and our representative 
asked him to describe it. ‘It never would 
have existed,"’. said Mr. Yeats, “if there 
had not been wisely exercised authority in the 
city. It was the creation of two men—one 
the Socialist. Minister of Culture and the other 
Prince Eugene of Sweden, who undertook that: 
every artist should be left entirely free. The 
building itself is magnificent, but the con- 
tents are more magnificent still. The Govern- 
ment gave the building; public ‘subscription 
gave the contents and the copper’ roof. For 
ten years all the great artists of Sweden— 
seulptors, painters, workers in mosaic, workers 
in Iron, designers of textiles and furniture— 
worked together. Prince Eugene, who him- 
self is a very distinguished artist,» arrived, 
like the rest, every morning at nine o'clock, 
and did his day’s work. 


ae The Wre- 
sult is astonishin harmony, nothing 
insisting on itself, and everywhere 


imaginative energy. That one building,” 
declared Mr. . Yeats, “ probably has founded 
a great school of design; yet before the war 
the Budget of Sweden, thoigh the ponula- 
tion is greater, was almost, the same as the 
Budget of Ireland. 

“We are not too poor to learn to live 
within our ample income, to care for beauti- 
ful things, to employ and, by emp'oying, to 
create great talent, and make Dublin beauti- 
ful, The Parliament of Grattan, and ‘the 
Parliament before Grattan, planned and 
built magnificent buildings, and we are 
proud to-day of what they did. We must not 
get into any national rut, but study the best 
that is done in the world to-day,’ and give 
the wofld our best, which can only be given 
by those men who know our best.”

ROYAL HOSPITAL. 


ITS SITUATION AND 
CAPACITY, 
shot lelidilgpiaineincone 


The Royal Hospital, Kilmainham, is a 
large quadrangular building in extensive 
grounds. The main public entrance to the 
grounds is at the Kilmainham Gate, facing 
Kilmainham Courthouse, and, because the 
name of Kilmainham is most often associated 
with that side of the grounds, the Royal 
Hospital is by many people thought to be a 
long way from the centre of the city. As a 
tuatter of fact, however, the principal face 
of the Royal Hospita) building is quite near 
to the departure platform at Kingsbridge 
Station, and from the Kingsbridge passenger 
entrance there is only a short walk up St. 
John’s road to the near gate of the Royal 
Hospital grounds. This same gate can also 
be reached by a road leading from the 
James's street ‘“‘fountain’’ past Swift’s Hos- 

ital. The avenue from the gate to the 
suilding on this side is not much more than 
a hundred yards long. 

The Royal Hospita! is not, therefore, so 
far from the centre of the city as people are 
accustomed to think. The near gate is not 
well known because it was more or less a 
private gate for the household at the time 
when the Royal Hospital was the residence 
of the British General Officer Commanding- 
in- Chief. 

In going from the city by Kilmainham the 
visitor to the Hospital after getting out as 
far as the main gate, has to come back 
again towards the city by the length of the 
fine avenue through the grounds. The Royal 
Hospital park, by the way, including the 
site of the buildings, the gardens, and some 
28 acres of grazing, is about 45 acres in 
extent. 

Besides the main building, there are two 
large houses, and some minor structures, 
and, of course, ample space exists for any 
temporary buildings it may be decided to 
erect, either in the quadrangle or in the 
park, 

The main building would have to be 

altered considerably to make provision for 
the Oireachtas. It has only two large 
a ere at present. These are the Great 
iall and the Chapel. They go to the full 
height of the building. The Great Hall 
occupies the central part of one side, and the 
Chapel, which is entered through the Great 
Hall, extends to the end of that side. 
Neither apartment is as large in its present 
state as would be desired in an ideal place 
of accommodation for the. Oireachtas, and 
places which would be suitable for supple- 
mentary accommodation for members, staff, 
and others concerned, are not conveniently 
situated. 
_A 
internal reconstruction, but the main difficulty 
is the small breadth of each side of the 
building. The total available space is, never- 
theless, considerable, because the sides are 
long—two of them are 360 feet lone. ard ¢ © 
other two are 288 feet long. They have three 
storeys. On the ground floor, except where 
the Great Hall extends to the ful! width, a 
cloistral gallery, open to the quadrangle, 
occupies some of the breadth, reducing the 
space for rooms. On tho first floor, over the 
‘* cloisters,” is a fine broad gallery overlooking 
the quadrangle. Here, again, the rooms 
occupy only the outer side of the building, and 
the same thing is found on the top floor, 
where, however, gallery and rooms are less 
imposing owing to the slope of the roof. 
By throwing down. the internal partitions, 
and opening the whole breadth of a side from 
the outer wall to the quadrangle wall, fairly 
spacious rooms can be made. The present 
rooms are about 20 by 20 feet; and there are, 
including the portion which was the 
Commander-in-Chief's residence, and is rather 
differently arranged, wee a hundred of them. 
The accommodation for offices should be ample, 
and the lighting is good, the number of 
windows being a striking feature of the 
building. 

The Royal Hospital was established under 
Charter, and is not in the ordinary sense 
a Government building; but apparently n- 
difficulty has been made about handing it 
over to the Free State Government. ‘The 
pensioners—old soldiers of the British Army— 
are still in occupation, and as yet no 
intimation’ has been ‘received by the Com- 
mandant, Colonel! Steele, as to what alternative 
accommodation may be provided for ‘hem. In 
Colonel Steele the men have a warm champion 
of their interests, and, so far as he is able 


the changes that must follow the taking over 
of the building for the accommodation of the 
Oireachtas. 

It is understood that various plane for 
accommodation have been prepared for the con- 
sideration of the Oireachtas,’ and that one of 
the suggestions is to have the Great Hall as 
a meeting place for the Dail, and the Chapel 
as a meeting place for the Senate.

MOSCOW, Friday. 
Lenin's funeral has been postpon 


ed until 
Sunday. Trotsky, whose popularity appears 
to be increasing. 1s expected to be present. 
The Petrograd Soviet has decided in favour 
of re-naming the city Leningrad. The con- 
sent of the Government to the change is now 
awaited. 

(The ‘word “grad”? means city or town, 
and in the time of Peter the Great Petrograd 
was the generally accepted name for the Rus- 
sian capital. Later it was Germanised to St. 
Petersburgh, but in September, 1914, an Im- 
perial decree changed it back to Petrograd.) 

Lenin will be buried im the Red vare, 
facing the murument to Minin and Plharski, 
the butcher and prince, who liberated Moscow 
from the Poles in 1612. 

Here a shrine more than 42 feet high is to 
be erected, and to-night a special timber 
works is being set in operation to provide the 
carpentry for it. 

The grave will be twenty-five feet deep. 
Since the soil is frozen hard ‘its excavation 
is no easy matter, and specialists are now 
exploding charges to break up the top layers 
of the earth. 

There is a queue a halfmile long outside 
the Trade Union Hall, waiting to bid the dead 
leader a last farewell. and numerous special 
delegations of school children are narticularly 
noticeable. Delegations from all parts of 
Russia are expected at the funeral. 

Special stamps in honour of ‘Lenin are to 
be issued by the Moscow Post Office. 


TEAPOT DOME OIL 
SCANDAL. 


SENATOR DENOUNCES MR. 
FALL,

The Teapot Dome Oil Leases scandal hae 
reached a startling stage. 


Senator T. H. Caraway, whose charges that 
ex-Secretary Fall accepted bribes from the 
Sinclair Oil Company for granting Govern- 
ment oil leases at Wyoming, are responsible 
for the present investigation, is insisting that 
the Senate shall act on his resolution to 
cancel the Teapot Dome leases to Mr. Harry 
Sinclair. In making this demand before the 
Senate, he stigmatised ex-Secretary Fall as a 
** traitor.” 

The name of Mr. Denby, Secretary of the 
United States Navy, was mentioned by 
Senator McKellar, who asked Senator Cara- 
way if he suggested that President Coolidge 
should remove Mr. Denby for approving of 
the grant of the Teapot leases to the Sinclair 
group, and also the Government’s Californian 
leases to Mr. E. L. Dohenv. Senator Caraway 
immediately stated his belief that if the dis- 
closures warranted it Mr. Denby should not 
he allowed to retire, but should be impeached 
in a Senate trial. 

Senator Caraway charged President Hard- 
ing with acting without authority when he 
signed the Executive order giving Secretary 
‘all power to lease the Navy's oil reserves 
to Sinclair and Doheny. He contended that 
under the Taft Administration control was 
given to the Navy Department, so that when 
President Harding transferred the power he 
violated the law.

LONDON, Saturday Morning. 

On the surface there was no change in the 
railway situation yesterday, so far as the 
attitude of the managers and the Union Ex- 
ecutive is concerned.

At St. Bricin’s Hospita!, Dublin, vester- 
day, an inquest was held by the Deputy 
Coroner, Dr. Oswald J. Murphy, ov Lieuten- 
ant Timothy Nevin, aged 22, of the Free 
State Air Force, who died on the previous 
day as the result of an aeroplane accident 
near Baldonnell Acrodrome ou Wednesday 
morning. The deceased was a uative of 
Loughrea, Co. Galway. 

Major-General Sweeney, in charge of Bal- 
donveil Aerodrome, stated that on Wednes- 
day morning the deceased left the aerodrome 
in a Bristol fighter. The machine was in 
perfect, running order. At 5,000 feet some- 
thing went wrong with the engine, which 
was stopped as the machine dived down. 
Between 1,800 and 1,000 feet the lieutenant 
did a bad turn in the air and lost his flying 
speed. The machine then started to spin 
down, and struck the ground violently. ‘The 
lieutenant was at once attended to and de 
spatched to hospital. 

This type of accident was responsible for 
60 per cent. of deaths among pilots. It was 
called “ stalling in a turn.” 

Dr. M. H. U'Connor, medical officer, said 
that deceased was admitted to St. Bricin’s 
Hospital suffering from shock and collapse, 
with numerous injuries. | He died nineteen 
hours after admission. 

Captain Thomas Nolan, chick technical 
officer, Baldonnell, certified that the machine 
was in rfect tlying order when it left the 
ground. Each machine was thorouglily tested 
every moruing. 

A juror asked for the fitter who examined 
the engine. 

Corporal Robert Long said that he had 
satisfied himself that the machine was in per- 
fect. order. 

The Coroner said that there was no evi- 
dence as to how ‘the mishap occurred. 

' The jury returned a verditt accordingly, 
and expressed their sympathy with the rela- 
tives of the deceased. 

Mr. D. O'Flaherty, on behalf of Major- 
General Sweeney and nis brother officers,, 
joined in the expression of sympathy. 

After the quest an uncle of the de- 
ceased came forward and complained that he 
and other relatives were refused admission to 
the hospital before Lieutenant Nevin died, 
They were met with fixed bayonets. 

The Coroner said that if complainant had 
come forward during the inquest that matter 
could have been raised, tt had, however, 
nothing to do with them, but was purely a 
matter for the hospital authorities. 

The remains of Lieutenant Nevin were sub- 
requently remgytd to the Broadstone Railway 
Station for conmyeyance ty the 2.30 p.m. train 
to Loughrea, where they will be interred in 
the family burial ground to-day. Two aero. 
planes accompanied the funeral train for por 
tion of the way. Amony those who attended 
the funeral were :—Major-General Sweeney, 
Officer Commanding Air Force; Major-General 
Revnolds, G.O.C., Cork; Colonel Charles 
Dalton Celone]l Frank Thornton. Colonel

HIGH COURT ACTION. 

A jury at the Recorder's Court, Dublin, 
yesterday awarded £10 damages to Edward 
Byrne, of Montpelier, Bohernabreena, County 
Dublin, whose claim was against Dublin 
County Council for damages in respect of 
injuries said to have been sustained. through 
being thrown off a hackney car when the 
horse slipped owing to the slippery state of 
the public road at Templeogue on May 6th, 
1923. | 

The Recorder commented sharply on the 
fact that the action had been started in the 
High. Court, and that the County Council 
had been put to the expense of filing affidavits 
and applying for remission to the Recorder's 
Court. in which a claim could have been 
brought by ordinary process for a few 
shillings. The cost of the motion alone in the 
High Court was, at least, the Recorder said, ten 
times, and perhaps twenty times, as much 
as the whole amount of damages in question 
in the case. The man got a toss on 
the road, and felt sore after it, and the 
idea of his commencing an action in the High 
Court months afterwards was ridiculoua.

(Building Facilities) Bill. 
’ Mr. Johnson (Labour, Dublin County) said 
| that he regretted that it had not been possible 
for him to. examine the bill with the care 
which it needed. He was not going to oppose 
the second reading, inasmuch as the Minister 
had faith that it would result in! the oes 
of houses, and if there was a possibility 
that he would be glad to facilitate him in 
achieving it. But he felt that the bill was 
net going to do very mudh in that direction, 
| and he was sorry that, efter all the expecta- 
| tions that had been aroused by the Minister's 
| promises, they had so unpromising a ba 
| fíon put into the bill which was the Govern- 
ment's attempt to solve the housing problem. 
He would have liked to hear from the 
President some estimate of the weekly charge 
for the houses to be built under the bill. 
They had the maximum rent on weekly 
letting, and, takmg this figure to be an in- 
dication of what was likely to be the charge 
to tenants of the houses built under this bill 
and what would in fact be charged upon the 
cecupiers of the majority of the houses which 
were built under the scheme, they found that 
s house wilh five rooms was estimated to he 
worth a weekly rept of 13s. 10d4., and he 
thought that they might fairly estimate that 
it was intended that 13s. 10d. a week was to 
he charged to the occupiers of houses of five 
rooms-—that was, houses in the larger towns. 
That was one end of the scale. 
If they took the other end of the scale, a 
three-roomed house built in a place where 
sewers and water mains were not available 
would be, it was anticipated. let at a weekly 
rent of 7s. 44d. Now, he asked the Minister 
for Local Government had he anticipation’ of 
| being able to extract a rent of 7s. 44d. from 
|& working man occupying a three-roomed 
house in the country or in small towns whom 
| he was @mploying at 25s. or 30s. a week ? 
“No; 1 am wrong in. saying whom he is 
| emploving,” proceeded’ Mr, Johnson. “I 
should say whose wages will not be allowed to 
| be above 25s. or 30s. a week under the order 
that he has made.” : 
He had said at an earlier stage that there 
was an obvious contradiction in the atate- 
ment of the Minister in introducing this 
bill, when, on the one hand, he was 
looking for lower wages for the worker 
generally, and at the same time producing 
schemes which inevitably meant an increase 
in the charge for rent on those earnings, and 
As 
e years went by the weekly charges woplid 
increase by virtue of the gradual increase of 
the rates to be paid. It might be said that 
more stress should be laid on the word maxi- 
mum. He had made some calculations with 
the information available since 8 o'clock the 
previous night, and he could not see the 
possibility of going below 11s, 6d. for the 
larger house, and 5s. for the smaller house. 

If that was a fair estimate for the minimum 
under the hest possible circumstances, assum. 
ing that the State had paid out its subsidy, 
and the local authority had paid out an 
equal subsidy, and, in addition to the sub- 
| sidies, that the local authorities had Jent the 
maximum sum under the scheme, then, if his 
estimate of the minimum under the best pos- | 
| sible circumstances was a fair one, he was 
afraid that the chances of any large number of 
houses being built under this bill were not 
very rosy. 


** PETTIFOGGING,” 


It might be said, he admitted at once, 
that there was some possibility that conges- 
tion might be relieved to the extent of some 
5,000 houses in a year, even though the 
occupiers of those houses were not those 
mostly in need of them. That was some- 
thing to the good, he admitted, but it should 
be realised that this was not a bill that was 
going to go very far in helping to re-house 
the poorer classes of the country. His feel- 
ing on this matter was that the Ministry had 
failed to rise to the occasion. They wer 
doing what, he admitted, was quite a generous 
act regarding financing, but doing it in a 
mean, pettifogging way, rather nibbling at a 
big pa and not facing it as it should) be 
aced, 

It had been made public that the problem 
before the country was to provide 60,000 
houses; that there was a shortage of no fewer. 
than 60,000 houses in the country; and that 
there was a steadily increasing deterioration. 
and decay of those which at present existed. 
That deterioration would increase, leaving 
60,000 quite a minimum of the number that 
would have to be built to satisfy the housing 
needs of the country. Admittedly, that was 
a very big and difficult problem to solve, but 
when they spoke of 60,000 houses in the 
Saorstat, it was probable that 25,000 would be 
required in the City of Dublin. “Hé pre 
ferred to refér to that as the problem of re- 
housing 25,000 in or around the City of Dub- 
lin. He did not think that a problem of that 
magnitude and that urgency was adequately 
soars with hy the methods spepteal ts this 
rill. 

It was  »ped—Ministers were very careful, 
hesitating and doubtful, but it was ho by 
them—that they would interest private per- 
sons to apply for loans to the State; that 
they would conform to certain plans, and 
would receive the loans both from the State, 
and that local authorities would come forward 
freely with an equal subsidy, and also help 
house buiding by loans chargeable on the 
rates. Really, from al! théy had heard from 
the Minister himself and from deputies, had 
they any reasonable grounds to expect that! 
the Jocal authorit'es would be willing to grais, 
those subsidies and make those loana within 
the next twelve months. He would like to 
know the ground of the President's optinien 
in that respect.

Unfortunately, the trouble with regard to 
the excessive prices of building materials was 
not a local trouble at all, but was a general 
excess, because of the fact that contractors 
were very largely outside the jurisdiction :of 
the Minister. What was required was a local 


materials in a wholesale way. 

The Minister had referred to proposals put 
forward by the Labour Party as to the 
manner in which this housing problem should 
be dealt with. He (Mr. Johuson) had not yet 
neon any criticism of the Labour Party’s pro- 
poss! in this matter which made him alter 
his opinion that the housing problem would 
have to be solved eventually, and could only 
he solved eventually by some such plan as 
they proposed. They thought that the prob- 
lem of providing houses for the thousands of 
people who urgently required them was only 
likely to be ved if they thought of it as 
they would think of a national emergency 
were the country in danger. 


BIGGER PLAN NEEDED, 


Bearing in hind that they would build only 
3,000 in the year, in the ordinary process 
they would have a twenty vears’ period before 
they were going te solve, the present housing 
problem. He thought that this problem, ought 
to be solved on bigger lines and in bigger 
faith in the capacity of the country. There 
should be set up a national housing authority, 
representing the Government through its 
Chairman, the building trades on the opera- 
tive side, architects and btilders, and, 
possibly, builders’ ‘providers. A Committee 
representing these élements could give in- 
structions to build houses and have power 
to see that they -were built. Such ‘an 
authority; he thought, would have to get 
powers to purchase for a ten years’ pro- 
gramme, to go to Norway for timber, to take 
control, if necessary, of building plant in the 
country, and to call] on all those engaged in 
the trade to place their plant at the disposal 
of the authority for the purpose of building 
houses. 

On the operative side, he thought that that 
housing authority should see to the organika- 
tion of @very man needed in the business— 
from the architeet to the builders’ labourer. 
It seemed to him that they should 

roceed on the assumption tha they 
ad «615,000 men ready for the work. 
If they went to those men and told 
them that they conld guarantee them five or 
ten years’ work those men would give of 
their best. He wanted the Government to 
remove the fear of unemployment, When 
they guaranteed employment then they could 
appeal to the very best instincts of the men. 

The Government feared’ to do the bold |, 
thing, and they produced a bill which would 
not go any way towards effecting a solution 
of the problem. There were too. many condi- 
tions and hesitancies. The fact that they 
were, in effect, endeavouring to,.drive wages 
down did not harmonise the prospects. He 
was sorry that the bill failed to go anyway 
towards fulfilling all that was foreshadowed 
by the Minister. 


TWO-ROOMED HOUSES, 

Mr. Dovle said that he thought that some 
attempt should be made to. provide two, 
roorked houses where it was feasible. under 
the Act. 

Mr. John Good. gaid. that he did .not think 
that Deputy Johnson had been at all helpful 
in his suggeStions;, Ji, the deputy, had. been | 
in the bmilding trade for three months he 
would never have made .the . suggestion that 
constant: employment should be guaranteed. 
| In. one particular year the ' employer’ might 
have works of extension, etc; fo hndertake; 
but in the following year he might have no 
work to engage men on. 

As he had pointed out on many an occa- 
sion, 50 per cent, of the cost of building was 
labour, and. for that reason he asked the 
Labour Party to consider seriously what they 
intended to do towards remedying that state 
of affairs. The building trade at the moment 
was an uneconomic proposition. The Govern- 
ment had made an earnest effort to do their 
part, and it was up to Labour to do its part. 

It would be extremely unwise to confine the 
building of houses to any particular material. 
They should get their houses built at the 
cheapest posgible rate, and with the cheapest 
and most convenient mateiial. As well as. 
allowing the builders to build the houses of 
whatever was the cheapest material to hand 
at the moment there should be some clause 
empowering the local authorities to withdraw 
the stringent regulations imposed under the 
measure. 

The figures quoted for the building of the 
houses were interesting, but if houses were to 
be built at those figures every party. would 
have to put forward its best effort. For that 
reason he thought that the local authorities 
should be empowered-in the manner sug- 
gested. Not alone might they not provide 
sites, but they might also provide pathways, 
sewers, - etc, 

He was quite satisfied that the time allotted 
for the proposals to be carried into effect was 
too short. It took local authoritics a good 
time to move, and it took over six months 
to acquire sites, even compulsorily, He 
thought that the scheme for the repair of 
houses might also go a little further. It 
would be a pity if any scheme should result 
in allowing property to go derelict. 


* PROFITEERING.” 


There had: been no evidence of “ profiteer- 
ins” in connection with building material, 
They in the Free State were anxious to en- 
courage and ‘develop industry in thé building 
trade and in other departments of commerce. 
To give the Government power to walk in, 
inspect material; and fix a price was a 
dangerous principlé to adopt. Such a clause 
had never hefore been suggested in connection 
with any building scheme. If the -Govern- 
ment put in such a proposal in the housing 
scheme people would come to the © nclusion 
that the Government would apply the same 
clause to other departments of commerre. 
(Hear, hear.) What was going to be the 
ultimate effect of that ‘on’ trade, commerce 
and industry ? i 

A Member—‘‘ Profiteering.” 

Mr. Good said that thoy should have evi- 
dence’ of Mica gé, before the allegation 
was made. He had been connected with the 
building industry, both in Great Britain and 
Ireland, and he had yet to get any evidence 
of “ profiteering*’ in connection with the 
building industry, and evidence was necessary 
before this clause was put in. ' 

Referring to the schedule, he said théy were 
anxious to build, and it was only by interest- 
ing the many that they wonld get the pro- 
blem dealt with. That would bring them to 
the real point-—-the difficulty in. connection 
with housing—the cost of housing; and, he 
psaid again, the cost of housing 
brought about by high wages. A_ reduction 
in the cost of wages meant a proportionate. 
reduction in cast of building material 
and a reduction in the cost of housing. So 
he would say to Deputy Johnson, and those 
with him, that they had more to'.do with 
the number of houses to be built under this 
scheme, or any other scheme, than any other 
section of the tr erg * r

DUBLIN TENEMENTS, 


Mr. E. H. Alton said that.to him the bill 
seemed to be a very wide one, and one that 
would do more. to ameliorate the social evils 
from which the city and country suffered than 
any bill that had gone before. .. The bill 
would provide a certain number of- dwelling- 
houses, but it would not provide the class of 
dwellinghouse which the ‘poorest class of 
workers could pay Íor.. At present the con- 
ditions in some of the tenementa were un- 
epeakable. A little money would put a tene- 
ment house into a more habitable state. 
Some clause might be inserted in the bill to 
cover that. 

- Alderman Corish observed that he could 
not. understand why. the Government would 
not allow the local authorities to participate 
in the scheme. since they were so familiar 
with lova] conditions. He had yet to learn 
that any private builder could be as interested 
in the conditions of the working classes as the 
Jocal authorities. Deputy Good asked for the 
co-operation of Labour, but the only thing 
in which he wanted co-operation was the 
cutting of wages, _ When the Government 
suggested control of materials he said ‘‘Hands 
off materials.”

BUILDING SOCIETIES, 


The President said that. this bill seemed’ to 
resemble the stranger that everybody wel- 
comed but that everybody thought was of no 
use to anybody.

Over one hundred “old boys” and guests 
assembled at Clerf's Restaurant, Dublin, last 
evening, on the occasion of the St. Andrew 
College Old Boys’ Dinner. The chair was oc- 
cupied by Mr. J. P. MoKnight, Chairman of 
the Trustees of the College. . On his right. sat 
Mr. Justice Dodd, Dr. Synge, Serjeant Hanna. 
and Dr Solomons, and on his left, Sir James 
Craig, Dr. Nesbitt, Mr. J. E. Healy, and Mr. 
W. Fearon. — 3 

The toast of the King was proposed. by the 
Chairman, and enthusiastically honoured. 

Mr. Justice Dodd, yg the “toast of 
“The GovernorGeneral and Prosperity to Ire- 
land,” said that the toast was in one sense A 
formal one, bat it was not one of routine with 
them that night. They desired to express 
their allegiance to the first Governor-General 
chosen feom—he might. say. by—the people of 
Ireland. 

The Governor-General’s position was a dig- 
and also, he thought, a diffientt 
one. He has to develop harmony among the 
inhabitants of the country, of all races and 
creeds—to secure for the country its proper 


of which it formed a part; and to make its 
voice heard in the League of Nations. It 
would not be .seemly in them to 
praise the -. Governor-General, but their 
hearts went out to him in loving duty. 
His Excellency was one of the straightest of 
men, as wag well-known to the distinguished 
men with whom he was brought in contact 
in his career. His appointment as Governor- 
General was a gain te the country, but it 
meant a loss to the speaker. . 

Mr. Justice. Dodd, proceeding, said that 
he had delivered a judgment in a case in 
which Mr. Healy was counsel, and embodied 
in it a flashing witticism of his.. He had it 
on the best authority that hundreds of 
people had inquired as to where that judg- 
ment could be found in the Reports. No 
other judgment of his wonld ever again be so 
enriched., Ne. other judgment of his had 
ever been so much in demand. The Gover- 
nor-General had so much worth and wit that 
he thonght he would like te know they held 
him in esteem for himself as well as for his 
position, and he felt confident that he would 
not regard a greeting from ‘‘Old Boys’’ as 
a thing-of nought. 


“ PROSPERITY TO IRELAND.” 


With the toast of the Governor-General was 
coupled’ that of prosperity to“ Ireland, and 
Mr. Justice Dodd said that there seemed 
to be always a touch of irony in linking the 
two toasts together.

THE ART OF SHORT STORY WRITING. 
Il.—General Principles. 


(BY MATUSCHKA.) | 


EFORE I discuss the merits of in- 
B dividual short story writers, I have 
something further to ‘say of literature 
itself, of which these short stories form a 
part; its ethical aspect, its universal aspect, 
the determination in that literature of what 
is good and what is inferior, and that which 
holds good or inferior beyond the barriers 
and limitations of a particular nationality or 
country. i 
The art of finding expression of ideas in 
words is a bigh and difficult one. Language, 
its instrument, is the common words, those 
that lie in everyday speech, as well as 
these that are not used so much. Its 
material stretches out to the infinite—it is 
life itself, It is that life. that is high and 
low, beautiful and ugly, great and small, com- 
monplace and magnificent-——all life. Literature 
borrows from life, lives on it, is inter-depen- 
dent on it. Dead words on a page may be 
quickened to grow and spring by the power 
of the mind, as the trees are quickened each 
spring through the power of Nature. Litera- 
ture may stand as an interpretation of any 
part of life. It will only stand really for such 
in so far as it is a living, true, and quickened 
interpretation. Its source is primeval and in- 
structive. It cannot be turned or commanded 
from its course wsthout thereby suffering vital 
damage. It cannot be made to serve any 
lower master than life itself. It cannot be 
used for a purpose, since its being is of a 
purposelessness that sprang from life itself— 
life vague of purpose, questionable, inde- 
finite. i 
Thus it is a wrong attitude of mind 
to expect of literature that it shall 
serve a particular point of view, though 
it may illustrate. interpretate a point of 
view. ’ Neither shall it turn a point of morals, 
as morals are commonly understood. Litera- 
ture may interpret some principle of morality, 
bat literature is not there to advance such 
principles, or to advocate the rewarding of 
the good, or the punishment of the wicked. 
even though the writer of literature may wish 
that this would come to pass. It is not even 
there to advance belief in a particular re- 
ligion, code of morality, or .a_ particular 
nationality or croup of people. But it will 
interpret al] these. The writer is an inter- 


preter who holds, who should hold, that 
mirror by which he interpreta up to Nature. 
At the last outpost of thought. he is the 
servant of one. master only, Psi : 

I eannot demonstrate by example all the 
points concerning literature I have touc 
on, but I will demonstrate one. It is the point 
of view that concerns nationality, People change 
their views on this from time to time, but the 
literature that is great does not change. It 
remains. Years ago in Ireland a new play 
was acted, called ' The Playboy of the 
Western World,” At. that time poptlar 
opinion did not favour books or plays that 
‘showed up” the weaknesses of our country- 
men, although now it)does not object to them. 
I lived out of Ireland then, but I heard an 
account of the violent and hostile reception 
accorded to that play, sinte translated into 
French, German, Polish; acted abroad, and 
selling well, to my knowledge, in French 
book form. 

The audience at that play resented the in- 
terpretation of characters made by the 
author, disputed: the point of view. They 
believed that point of view taken to be wrong 
in connection with an Irishman. But the 
character of an alleged Frenchman, Dutchman 
Irishman might be true in the supreme, 
the literary sense, while it might not 
be true in point of fact. No such French, 
Irish, or Dutchman might have ever existed 
with just such qualities in that particular set 
of circunistances. 

But to the heart—let me call it such for 
want of words—the character must seem true. 
It will be so in a vague, indefinite, yet very 
real sense. If the work is of a very high 
quality, as was the case in Synge’s play, it 
will also ring true in other places, at other 
times independent of the particular national 
texture of which it is woven. But in the 
sense of accurate information it will not 
necessarily be true. 

Such accurate information about a par- 
ticular set of people, inhabiting a particular 
country, is most likely to be found in a 
Cook’s Tourist Office, or often. in a Baedeker’s 
guide book. It is a foolish thing to go to a 
theatre in search of such. Literature in- 
terprets life—it is the message of an invisible 
power. But it is not the notebook of a 
propaganda agent.

Of the evil as well as the good qualities 
of the buccaneers no one was better 
aware than Andrew Lang, who points out 
that many of them had little cause to love 
the human species. Often they were 
Europeans who had been sold into the 
slavery on the West Indian plantations, 
where they learnt lessons of cruelty. by 
suffering it. Thus Mr. John Esquemeling, 
our historian, was beaten, tortured and 
nearly starved to death in Tortuga. “So 
] determined, not knowing how to get any 
living, to enter into the order of pirates 
or robbers of the sea.” The Governor of 
Tortuga was to Esquemeling “the most 
cruel tyrant and perfidious man that ever 
was born of woman.” The Governor 
sold him to a surgeon, who at length, 
on the promise of the payment of 
a handsome sum, allowed him to go free. 
“Being now at liberty, though like unto 
Adam when he was first created by the 
hands of his Maker—that is, naked and 
destitute of all human necessaries, nor 
knowing how to get my living—I deter- 
mined to enter into the wicked order of 
the Pirates, or Robbers at Sea. Into this 
Society I was received with common con- 
sent both of the superior and vulgar fort, 
and among them I continued until the 
year 1672.’’ The narrative concerns 
Esquemeling quite naturally, but it con-

In his pre- 
face he purports to write, not for the pro- 
fessed student of ancient law, but as 
supplementary to the study of Greek 
literature, history and archeology. His 
work certainly does throw much new light 
on the latter studies; but, frankly, we 
think that its main appeal must be to the 
student with a legal bent. The work is 
so closely argued, the accumulation of 
evidence and proof so thorough and exact- 
ing, the various aspeets of the problem of 
blood-vengeance so thoroughly explored, 
that anyone who masters the contents of 
these four hundred pages deserves to take 
his seat upon the Bench of the most 
learned Court of the Areopagus. 

The mention of the Areopagus, however, 
carries us too far in our review. Professor 
Treston’s book first analyses the ideas of 
Homeric civilisation on the subject, and 
then passes to the middle-age of Hellenism; 
while the concluding section 
from Attic tragedy the various theories and 
development of ideas in the punishment 
of murder which the apthor has investi- 
gated in the first two portions of the book. 
Incidentally, he brings home to the reader 
in this last section how full Attic tragedy 
is-——be it A®schylus, Sophocles, or Euri- 
pides—of arguments for and against the 
act of slaying. The “ Eumenides”’ and the 
‘‘Orestes,’’: in particular, are mines of 
illustrative matter on the point. It is 
this portion of the book which the general 
student of Attic literature will find espe- 
cially suggestive. , 

The tribal or “clan ” courts of the 
Pelasgians survived in historical Athens, 
though the cases which they tried were: 
not important. They are mentioned in 
Plato and Aristotle. From them, after 
the Achwans had disappeared and Greece 
once more emerged into an orderly 
civilisation, sprang the idea of State 
courts adjudicating first between tribe and 
tribe and then, in accordance with modern 
ideas, between tribesman and tribesman, 
or citizen and citizen. In the Greek world 
the idea of the State as the accuser was 
always absent. The injured party or his 
kinsmen acted as prosecutor; but it was 
their duty to prosecute, and they could be 
compelled to do so. Here came in the 
later idea of “ pollution’’ from bloed : 


i State must be cleansed, and it was the 


duty of the State to see that. the kinsmen 
of the slain took the first step. - , 
This “ pollution” ‘idea appears in the 
laws of: Dracon, which remained the 
Athenian murder-code.

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That responsibility has not been in the past 
two years an easy burden tovbear, bat he has 
borne it without complaint, rejoicing, as a 
strong. man does, in his power to endure. If 
he is, as unquestionably he is, sometimes un- 
duly sensitive to criticism, and unwilling to 
make concessions in minor matters, it is pre- 
cisely because he idealises his duty. A few 
years in opposition would have taught him 
that it is possible to criticise Government pro- 
posals without being factious, but he has 
missed thet experience. Instead, he has had 
to face ruin and devastation, personal danger 
and personal loss, and he bears traces of 
the experience. But his virtges are those 
that Ireland needed and still needs: 
determination, fearlessness, the courage that 
chooses a hard course and pursues it to the 
end. And that courage gives. his words an 
eloquence and his person a dignity that 
worthily adorn his high office.

PROBLEM NO. 2.—-Answer: 1 Diamond. 

There is no correct call. I can imagine players 
calling anything from 1 to 5 Diamonds on il. It 
is really not a hand to preempt on, because 
have not got the goods, and 5 Diamonds on 
original call is asking for trouble. 

As to calling 2 Diamonds, an expert 
naipe is .a household word) declares there is no 
such thing as an original “ TWO DIAMOND “ call 
Three Diamonds, however, is an exception, 
there is something to be said for that, 
shews more than ordinary strength in the Diamond

PROBLEM NO. 3.—Answer: 3 Clubs.

Herein lies the one and only secret of 
success of the first-class player, who seldom Misses 
an obvious inference. The usual lead when “ B° 
gets in would be the 10 of Spades, to establish 
his partner’s suit; “BR,” however, figures it out 
thus, his partner “A” having led the lowest card 
of his long suit, had only 4. Anybody could ser 


that. .Then comes Trick 2, and “ A’s of 
Diaménds is most instructive. There was a plain 
inference to be drawn here. He could not have 
the King, Queen, 8, or he would have played the 
Queen; and he could not have the King and one 
or Queen and one, or he would certainly have 
taken the trick: therefore, his 8 of Diamonds:

one whose. popularity shows the least 

sign of decay is, without doubt, the 
weather. To-day it is the most popular topic 
of conversation we have. I feel certain that 
during the period of the Deluge the topic 
must have been paramount, even more so than 
we find it now during that uncomfortable 
quarter oí an hotr before dinner. Besides its 
general acceptance as a medium of conversa 
tiona! introduction, the weather in these days 
has also its special ministers—meteorological 
fanatics, who idolise it and pay it scientific 
worship, not with incense and organ music, 
but with barometers and wind gauge}. 

These have erected altars upon mountain 
tops and out-of-the-way places to caleulate the 
rainfall, as if anybody cared about calcylations 
of this sort; and some have gone so far a& to 
keep collections of instruments sacred to this 
culture in their back gardens. While people 
whom I meet are content to rub their hands, 
shake the water off their velours and say, 
“ Cold and rainy to-night,”’ these scientific 
folk will tell you to a fraction how their baro- 
meter has sunk and what was its behaviour 
on the same date last year. 

There is a certain chivalry of imagination 
among great people which causes them to em- 
brace with enthusiasm all sublime ideas. 
Even the twaddle of Old Moore had, at one 
time, great acceptance. We all know that the 
writings of Job are very rich in allusions to 
the winds, clonds and tempests; but, like our
